Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee Calls for Break 
With Spain, Says Fas- 
cist Rule Is Menace to 
World Democracy.

PARIS, May 25 (AP).—The For- 
eign Affairs Committee 
French Assembly asked Gen. 
Charles DeGaulle’s Govywernment 
today to break relations with 
Spain, force the extradition of 
Pierre Laval and propose means 
to the Allied nations to force 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
from office. 

The committee corresponds 
roughly to the United States Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee. 

The recommendation asserted 
that the Franco Government was 


no different from the erstwhile 
Fascist government of Italy before 
its surrender. The Spanish admin- 
istration was termed a menace to 
world democracy. , 
Group Urges Joint Action. 

The committee declared the 
Allies should take joint action to 
remove Franco, head of the Span- 
ish Government since the repub- 
lic was overthrown in civil war, 
and provide the Spanish people 
with the means of holding an im- 
mediate consultative election. It 
said the Franco administration 
was forcibly imposed and that 
throughout the European war its 
neutrality was a fiction. 

The pronouncement asserted the 
security of France demanded the 
resignation of Franco and the 
substitution of a republican form 
of government. 

The committee demanded that 
the government lose no further 
time in forcing Spain to hand over 
Laval. The former chief of gov- 
ernment in the Vichy administra- 
tion is under death sentence, im- 
posed in absentia, in Francé as a 
traitor and-is in custody in Spain 
after fleeing Germany by air. 

The Laval case has been devyel- 
oping over the last three weeks 
into a serious dispute. After he 
landed at Barcelona early this 
month, France asked Spain to de- 
liver him to the frontier and the 
Spaniards refused. 

U. 8.-British Stand on Laval. 

Both the Unitea States and 
Great Britain were reported to 
have urged Spain to surrender 
Laval. The attitude of both gov- 
ernments, however, was said‘ to 
have been that the Laval affair 
should be settled directly between 
France and Spain. The suggestion 
that a British warship take Laval 
to a French port was said to have 
been accepted by the British For- 
eign Office, but it was reported 
here that Britain later balked. 

Even as the French committee 
spoke out, the Communist party 
publication L’Unita in Rome called 
on the Italian Government to 
break off diplomatic relations with 


Spain, charging that Franco was) his left shoulder blade, apparently

“Pending application by the 
democratic governments of the 
Yalta decisions, which provide for 
complete destruction of all rem- 
nants of Fascism, let us for once 
set the example by breaking with 
Franco,” L’Unita said.

FLEEING BURGLAR 


SHOT TO DEATH 
BY POLICEMAN 


Unidentified Man Re- 
fused to Halt After He 
Broke Glass in Front 
Door of Tavern. 


An unidentified man, about 20 
years old, was shot and killed 
early today by Patrolman Fred E. 
Kuhlmann following a short chase 
on foot after the officer had sur- 
prised him as he attempted to en- 
ter a tavern at South Broadway 
and Salena street by breaking the 
glass in a front door. 

Kuhlmann said he _ discovered 
the man in a recessed doorway 
of the tavern about 4:30 a. m. 
The man had reached through a 
break in the glass of the door and 
apparently was attempting to open 
the door from the inside, Kuhl- 
mann reported. 

When the man saw Kuhlmann, 
he started to run north on Broad- 
way. The officer said. he shout- 
ed twice for him to halt and fired 
once into the air as warning. 

“He didn’t stop,”. Kuhlmann 
said, “so I fired two more shots 
directly at him.” 

The burglar fell to the side- 
walk in front of 3630 South Broad- 
way, about 80 feet from the en- 
trance to the tavern. At City 
Hospital, physicians said a bullet

Clutched in his right hand when 
he fell, police said, was a large 
knife, which they assume he used 
to break the glass in the tavern 
door. Police searched his cloth- 
ing and found $2.58 in pennies, 
several hundred gasoline ration 
stamps, an inexpensive gold ring 
and two keys for lockers at the 
Greyhound Bus Terminal, 701 
North Broadway. 

In the lockers, police said, were 
a wooden and a cardboard box, 
both containing clothing, $12.85 
in nickels, two bracelets, one metal 
necklace and a  0billfold  con- 
taining only pictures of young 
women. There was no form of 
identification in any of the per- 
sonal effects, police said. 

An investigation in the vicinity 
of the tavern, which is owned by 
Theodore Hoevelman, disclosed 
that a filling station operated by 
Cecil Caldwell at 3430 South 
Broadway had been entered. Cald- 
well identified the gasoline ration 
coupons and the pennies found 
in the man’s possession as having 
been taken from his place. 

The man’s body was taken to 
the City Morgue. He was de- 
scribed as having dark brown

The atrocity film is made up of 
scenes from concentration camps 
throughout Europe. At Buchen- 
wala, where thousands of prison- 
ers were starved and tortured to 
death, German citizens are shown 
marching gaily in to inspect the 
camp, and ther are pictured, faces 
twisted in revulsian and horrar, 
amid the piles of bodies left by 
the Nazi guards when they fled 
before the advancing Allied forces. 

Abbreviated excerpts from this 
film were incorporated in news- 
reels recently shown in St. Louis 
theaters, but the full-length, un- 
edited version has not been pub- 
licly exhibited before. 

The Writers’ War Board, a 
group of prominent American 
authors working in the interest of 
the war effort, plans similar 
showings of the film in some 200 
cities,

might have been lost. That one 
can not avoid war by refraining 
from striking was demonstrated 
by World War I.

One cannot 
drain off enthusiasm and willing- 
ness to sacrifice for any cause 
and preserve it in a bottle.

BRITISH SECOND ARMY 
HEADQUARTERS, May 25 (AP).

a funeral for Gestapo Chief Hein- 
rich Himmler in the presence of 
German military and civilian big- 
wigs who are in Allied hands. 
Thirty-six hours after the sui- 
cide death by poison of the no- 
torious SS. and Gestapo chief, his 


body still lay on the bare floor 
of a Lueneburg villa. It will be 
placed in a coffin today. 

It was generally suspected that 
the former Nazi Foreign Minister, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, the only 
high Nazi not yet captured or re- 
ported dead, was somewhere in 
the British sector in northwest 
Germany. However, considering 
the numbers of refugees on the 
move throughout the countryside, 
considerable time could elapse be- 
fore his capture. 

Himmler, arch-executioner for 
Adolf Hitler’s Third Reich, died 
Wednesday night by biting into a 
vial of poison concealed in his 
mouth. 

Efforts were made by a British 
medical officer and others to revive 
him, but the potassium cyanide 
brought death far quicker and less 
painfully than the methods he

(AP).—The United States and 
Britain today were reported work-

The two Western allies have 
agreed on the idea in principle, it 
was learned, and turned it over to 
experts for detailed drafting. It 
then will go to other members of 
the Big Five, and to any other 
nation whose forces might be em- 
ployed under a United Nations 
charter.

7 JAP SUICIDE PLANES HIT 
DESTROYER, BUT IT SURVIVES 


Two Bomb Strikes and Two Near Misses 
Also Fail to Sink Second 
U.S. S. Laffey.

ABOARD V. ADM. RICHMOND 
K. TURNER'S FLAGSHIP OFF 
OKINAWA, April 18 (Delayed by 
Navy Censorship) (AP). — The 
gallant little destroyer Laffey took 
everything the Japanese could 
throw. at it from the air for two 
hours and survived. 

Six suicide planes hit it—the 
engines of three were recovered 
on its fantail. Two bombs hit it 
and two more scored damaging 
near misses, 

Thirty-one members of the Laf- 
fey’s crew were killed and 60 oth- 
ers wounded. 

With guns going until the last 
enemy plane disappeared, the Laf- 
fey shot down at least eight Japa- 
nese planes and saw one friendly 
plane crash nearby after chasing 
another Japanese craft into the 
sea. 


(In Seattle, where the Laffey 
was taken for repairs, the vessel's 
skipper said eight Japanese planes 
struck the ship, seven with sui- 
cidal intent. Another accidentally 
clipped the destroyer’s mast. Nire 
planes were shot down by the 
Laffey’s gunners, the commander 
said.) 

“I'll never abandon ship as long 
asa gun will fire,” the Laffey’s 
skipper, Comdr, Frederick Julian 
Becton of Hot Springs, Ark., de- 
clared. He kept his promise. 

Lt. Frank Manson, Tahlequah, 
Ok., in telling of the battle which 


occurred two days ago, said 
“planes were all around—lots of 
ours and at least 30 of theirs. 
“A Val exploded just off the 
starboard quarter, injuring sev- 


eral men. A plane from the post|, 


bow grazed the No. 3 mount and 
exploded near enough to put one 
gun out of action. 

“Another came in low on the 
port side, struck and swept across 
the deck house, knocking out 
some of our guns. 

“Within 30 seconds two planes 
hit the after deckhouse, sealing 
several men to their deaths in 
compartments below. Just thena 
Corsair came chasing a Japanese 
right over the mainmast. The Jap 
took off half of the yardarm and 
the Corsair took off the other half. 

“The Jap crashed in the water. 
The Corsair shot down another’ 
plane and then crashed. The pilot 
was rescued. 

“Another plane apparently hit 
by the air patrol came by in a 
mass of flame and crashed off the 
port bow. The next Jap plane 
knocked off the other yardarm. 

“The last plane dropped a bomb 
amidships, killing several men in 
the wardroom where a doctor was 
treating the wounded. The air 
patrol shot it down. 

“For awhile we thought we were 
going to sink but a tug pumped 
us out and saved us.” 

The Laffey is the second ship 
to bear the name. The first was 
lost in the Battle of Guadalcanal 
in November, 1942,

he veto power of any one of 
the Big Five over settling of in- 
ternational disputes or using force 
to smash an aggressor is the most 
critical issue remaining in the con- 
ference. 
Stettinius Returns. 

Secretary of State Stettinius re- 
turned from Washington today 
and promptly called in top minis- 
ters of the four other big nations 
for a conference. Prior to this 
meeting, he met with his col- | 
leagues, both to report on his con- 
ference with President Truman 
and receive a detailed account of 
conference developments in his 
brief absence. 

Many committees are striving 
to wind up their work by this 
weekend in order to allow public 
discussion of their reports to be- 
gin in the four big conference 
commissions early next week. 

Among their latest accomplish- 
ments are agreement on provisions 
designed to strengthen the eco- 
nomic and social work of the new 
world organization and to outlaw 
secret treaties, once the organiza- 
tion is functioning. 

Many smal] nations are demand- 
ing that the authority of the big 
powers be restricted sharply so 
that an il-nation security council 
could try hy peaceful means to 
settle troubles between nations 
even over big-power objections. 

The British delegation has pro- 
posed a compromise. Some United 
States delegates like the compro- 
mise idea, but say that in view of 
commitments already made to 
Russia at Yalta they cannot press 
it. Russia has been standing firm 
on the Yalta formula, which pro- 
vides that the vote of any one of 
the big powers can prevent the 
council from acting. 

Reply to Small Nations. 

Last night a committee of 
United States, Russian, British 
and Chinese officials drafted a 
statement in reply to small-nation 
questions about this formula, This 
statement promises that any na- 
ion, great or small, may bring a 
dispute before the security coun- 
cil and that the council may dis- 
cuss it, without taking a_ vote. 
Thus the veto could not be used 
to prevent the airing of charges 
and countercharges. 

Beyond that point—when the 
council was deciding whether to 
investigate the dispute or what 
other action to take—a vote would 
be required and any one of the 
big powers—Ruasia, Britain, the 
United States, France or China— 
could prevent action by voting 
“no.” 

The only limitation under the 
Yalta formula is that if one of 
the Big Five, or any other of the 
11 members on the council, was 
itself involved in a dispute, it 
could not vote so long as only in- 
vestigation and peaceful settle- 
ment decisions were being made. 
Once it came to a question of 
using force, however, each of the 
powers would have a vote, ac 
cused or not. 

The statement worked out by 
the Big Four technicians now 
goes before Stettinius, Britain's 
Earl of Halifax, Ambassador An- 
drei Gromyko of Russia, and For- 
elgn Minister T. V. Soong of China 
—the chiefs of their respective 
delegations. They could change it 
drastically, but there is no indi- 
cation that they will. 

Once they have put it in final 
form, it goes before a committee 
which has been debating the big- 
power voting proposal! for the last 
two weeks. There the test will 
come. To bloek the small nation 
amendments the big powers need 
at least 17 votes—their own five 
plus 12 others, The word today is 
that they have at least that many 
assured.

Friedeberg Dies Same Way. 

It is now confirmed that Gen. 
Adm. Georg von Friedeberg, last 
commander of the German navy, 
committed suicide Wednesday aft- 
ernoon by taking poison in the 
bathroom of his home in Flens- 
burg. 

Friedeberg, who succeeded to 
Doenitz’s command when the lat 
ter became head of the short-lived 
German state, was arrested at 10 
a. m. Wednesday and escorted to 
the Hamburg liner Patria, which 
was used as a command post by 
the Allied control party. 

He was in the Patria’s bar with 
Doenitz and Gen. Jodl when the 
order from Gen, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower dissolved the German state. 

He seemed to take calmly the 
announcement that he was a pris- 
oner of war and went to his home 
under escort to pack his bags. 
There, in the bathroom. he bit 
into a vial containing poison. 

The Luxembourg radio said 
Margarethe von Papan, daughter 
of the Nazi diplomat, had been ar- 
rested on a country estate in Ger- 
many. 


BELGIAN BELIEVES. HITLER 
IS STILL ALIVE, IN HIDING 


MADRID, May 25 (AP).—Leon 
Degrelle, former Belgian Rexist 
leader, under gentence of death in 
his homeland for collaboration 
with the Germans, was quoted to- 
day as expressing belief that Adolf 
Hitler is alive and in hiding. 

A Spaniard who talked with 
Degrelle at San Sebastian, where 
the Belgian is recovering from a 
shoulder injury, said Degrelle as- 
serted he had talked with Hitler 
in Berlin the day before the Rus- 
sians entered the city (about April 
20; the German said Hitler died 
May 1). 

Degrelle wag quoted as saying 
Hitler was preparing for an at- 
tempt to escape and that he did 
not appear to be in a mood either 


for suicide or a fight to the death, 


AMERICANS SEIZE 
EX-CHIEF OF-S.S..1N 
OCCUPIED FRANCE 


KITZBUHEL, Germany, May 2% 
(delayed) (AP).—Gen. Kar] Oberg, 
former chief of all German §8.S. 
and police activities in occupied 
France, was arrested today 
through the combined efforts of 
the 10lst Airborne and the Forty- 
second divisions. 

Oberg was captured at a hide- 
out atop a mountain which took 
three hours to climb, but was not 
identified until some time later 
when he was picked out of a 
batch of Germans in a prison pen. 

The identification was made by 
Maj. Cecil Simmons, commander 
of the Third Battalion of the 502nd 
Parachute Infantry. Simmons’s 
home is in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
where he formerly was a traffic 
manager for the police depart- 
ment. 

Oberg at first denied his iden- 
tity, but finally admitted who he 
was. Taken with him were two 
other officers and his blonde sec- 
retary, with whom he said he 
came to this area on May 7. 

“I have been looking for this 
character for seven days,” Sim- 
mons said after Oberg admitted 
his identity. “I’m: sure glad I 
found him.” 

Oberg, known to the French as 
“the Butcher of Paris,” was wear- 
ing civilian clothes when captured.

ALLIES TAKE OVER 
FULL CONTROL Ot 
GERMANY S PRESS 


Psychological Warfare 
Division ‘Doing the 
Editing and Writing’ in 
Occupied Zones. 


PARIS, May 25 (AP).—Brig. 
Gen. R. A. McClure said today 
that his Psychological Warfare 
Division had assumed complete 
control of the German press, “do- 
ing the editing and writing our- 
selves,” and all other information 
services in territory controlled by 
Supreme Headquarters, Allied Ex- 
peditionary Force. 

McClure said the services gradu- 
ally would be returned to German 
hands after all Nazi and militarist 
influences had been purged from 
them. . 

He outlined the program em- 
bracing all newspapers, radios, 
publishing and entertainment en- 
terprises in areas controlled by 
the supreme allied commander. He 
said the program was intendéd to 
maintain order from a military 
standpoint and to reorient the 
German mind after 12 years of 
Nazism. 

“The Psychological Warfare Di- 
vision of SHAEF takes the view 
that there can be no relaxation of 
control until Allied authorities are 
convinced that Germans of un- 
questioned loyalty to democratic 
ideas have proved their technical 
as well as political fitness to man- 
age opinion-forming instruments,” 
McClure said. 

“When they are convinced this 
condition exists, the really long 
term work of German re-educa- 
tion can begin. And the psycho- 
logical warfare division. believes 
that the Germans must finally 
accomplish this themselves. But 
when that moment will arrive no 
one can now begin to estimate.” 


In Washington it was learned 
today that a joint four-power ar- 
rangement to occupy Germany 
and Austria may be announced 
soon By the Allies. This would 
include agreement on the joint 
control commissions provided for 
Berlin and Vienna at Yalta, it is 
understood. These cities now are 
occupied by the Russians, 

Specified zones of occupation 
for Russian, French, British and 
American forces probably will be 
announced at the same time. In- 
formed quarters said final agree- 
ment was*not being delayed by re- 
luctance of any one power to dis- 
cuss or negotiate but by the com- 
plicated arrangements which must 
be worked out in each military 
command, 

Supreme Allied Headquarters 
itself cannot be disbanded over-

Large Fires Started in 
Destroyer Attack on 
Jap Military Base on 
Paramushiro.

ABOARD A UNITED STATES 
DESTROYER OFF PARAMU- 
SHIRO, May 20 (Delayed) (AP).— 
Under a bright sun today, a fast 
destroyer squadron laid waste to 
Suribachi, Paramushiro, Japan's 
largest seafood cannery and sec- 
ond largest military area in the 
northern Kuriles. 

Direct hits touched off a large 


ammunition dump or powder mag- 
azine in the first salvo. The con- 
cussion of explosions all around 
the beach were felt at sea. Build- 
ings, military installations and 
crisscrossed runways of Suribachi’s 
airdrome were hit many times by 
the surface craft. 

The flames spread so fast after 
the first salvos that doubtless 
many Japanese perished in the 
blaze, rivaling in fury Shiriyajiri, 
active volcano forming the back- 
drop to Suribachi. 

The destroyers came in from the 
open sea, bucking a stiff cold 
wind, It was;the first full day- 
light surface bombardment car- 
ried out in the Kuriles. Capt. H. 
D. Rozendal commanded the task 
force, 

As the ships pulled away after 
their guns had swept the beach 
from Maru-Hana point to Tata- 
gami point, tremendous explosions 
were followed by ragged masses of 
flames gnawing at buildings. 

This destroyer’s cook, Philip S. 
Orlando of St. Louis, commented 
that the whole island of Para- 
mushiro appeared to be going up 
in smoke. (Orlando, 21 years old, 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Mike 
Orlando, 2533 Warren street.) 

An hour after the bombardment 
Japanese planes appeared, appar- 
ently from northern fields, but 
were driven off by barrage anti- 
aircraft and five-inchers. They 
failed to damage any warships. 

Gunner’s Mate Eugene Copp of 
Chicago thought he saw one plane 
shot down, 

Gunner’s Mate Nelson Shiflet, 
Dayton, O., reported a torpedo 
wake astern but none of the ships 
was hit. 


EX-NAVY OFFICER CONVICTED 


OF ESPIONASE, GETS 9 YEARS: 


NEW YORK, May 25 (AP). — 
Laurent H. J. Brackx, 51-year-old 
former naval reserve officer, who 
was convicted of wartime espion- 
age and violation of the censor- 
ship code, was sentenced to nine 
years in prison by United States 
District Judge Mortimer W. Byers 
today.

SHIPSTEAD SAYS WICKARD 
IS UNFIT TO DIRECT REA 


Assails Truman for Nominating Man He 
Dismissed From Cabinet—Reports 
Co-ops Are Shocked.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—In a 
sharply worded statement, Sena- 
tor Henrik Shipstead (Rep.), Min- 
nesota, asserted today that in 
nominating Claude R. Wickard to 
be administrator of the Rural 
Electrification Administration 
President Truman was proposing 
to put the REA co-operatives un- 
der the control of a man he him- 
self had found to be unfit to re- 
main as Secretary of Agriculture. 

Shipstead, who, as acting chair- 
man of a Serate Agriculture sub- 
committee investigating REA, 
sronsored a measure to take the 
agency away from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, pointed out 
that enactment of this measure, 
which the Senate has passed, 
would be meaningless if Wickard 
is to head REA. The force back 
of the movement for independence 
for the REA was the wish of 
many of the co-operatives to get 
out from under Wickard’s control, 
Shipstead said to the Post-Dis- 
patch. He exhibited telegrams 
and letters from dozens of co-op- 
erativee urging enactment of the 
amendment for an independent 
status. 

Referring to the virtual dismis- 
sal of Wickard as Secretary of 
Agriculture, Shipstead said “the 
President has thus found him un- 
fit to be Secretary of Agriculture. 
By the same token, he is unfit to 
be administrator of the REA.” 

In Politics With Hannegan. 

Shipstead charged also that 
Wickard’s political activities dis- 
qualify him for the direction of an 
agency in which political consid- 
erations are specifically barred by 
law. He said Wickard is co-chair- 
man with Democratic National 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan of 
a committee to raise party funds. 

“The nomination of Secretary 
Wickard for REA administrator,” 
Shipstead said, “is a shock to 
nearly all REA systems, which 


Department of Agriculture. As a 
one-year Senate investigation of 
REA discloses, under Mr. Wick- 
ard’s regime REA has become a 
political football. His confirma- 
tion as administrator of REA 
would perpetuate the hopeless po- 
litical muddle that exists in REA 
today.”

“Repudiated by Senate.” 

“The recent unanimous action 
of the Senate in divorcing REA 
from Mr. Wickard in Agriculture 
and voting to make it independ- 
ent,” Shipstead continued, “is a 
complete repudiation of Mr. Wick- 
ard’s political maladministration 
of REA. I have in my files hun- 
dreds of letters and information 
from nearly 600 of the 813 REA 
systems, which want to remove 
REA from Mr. Wickard and the 
Department of Agriculture. 
approval would be a complete re- 
pudiation of the views of these 
fine farm people in all states of 
the Union.

UNOth NEW PLAN 


‘Repatriation Agreement 
With Western Allies 
Provides for Movement 
of 2,500,000 Persons. 


PARIS, May 25 (AP). — The 
Western Allies have agreed with 
Soviet military authorities on the 
greatest mass repatriation pro- 
gram in history, involving the 
movement of 2,500,000 persons, 
Supreme Headquarters announced 
last night. 

Among those to be repatriated 
are from 15,000 to 20,000 American 
prisoners of war and from 25,000 
to 30,000 British prisoners behind 
Russian lines. The prisoners will 
be exchanged directly across the 
lines now held between the Brit- 
ish, Americans and Russians. 

Prior to the agreement, the Rus- 
sians insisted on repatriating pris- 
oners through Odessa, a process 
which took many weeks. 

The exchange of displaced per- 
sons and prisoners has been one 
of the main stumbling blocks to 
smooth relations between the Rus- 
sians on one side and the Amer- 
icans and British on the other. 

The western Allies were dis 
pleased because the Russians re- 
fused to permit prisoners behind 
their lines to be removed at once 
by truck. Soviet newspapers 
charged that Russians on the Al- 
lied side were not receiving proper 
treatment. 


CHINESE CAPTURE JAPANESE 
BASTION IN LIUCHOW DRIVE 


CHUNGKING, May 25 (AP).— 
Chinese troops sweeping down the 
Kweichow-Kwangsi railroad last 
night captured Hwaiyuanchen, 
Kwangsi strongpoint 50 miles 
northwest of Liuchow, a Chinese 
army spokesman announced to 
day.

WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion is planning a drastic curtail- 
ment of industrial sugar which 
will cut manufacturers to half 
their 1944 supply, or less, a con- 
gressional food investigator said 
today. He said the reduction 
would be announced for the third 
quarter of the year, effective July 
1. Sugar is rationed to industrial 
users—bakers, candy makers and 
the like—in quarterly allotments. 

The new cut became necessary 
because civilian sugar consump- 
tion early this year far exceeded 
the amount originally set aside. 
The investigator said he did not 
know whether household sugar 
supplies would be reduced again. 

Heavy Deficit Reported. 

Chairman Anderson (Dem.), 
New Mexico, of the House 
Committee, whom President Tru- 
man has named to be Secretary 
of Agriculture, said that in April 
alone, when use was supposed to 
be 60,000 tons under the corre- 
sponding month in 1944, consump- 
tion actually ran 95,000 tons ahead 
of April, 1944. This resulted in a 
deficit of more than 150,000 tons. 

The withdrawal from sugar 
stockpiles came about, Anderson 
said, because OPA ration boards 
issued allotments in excess of the 
supply set aside for civilian con- 
sumption. 

Industrial users probably will be 
cut to 40 per cent or less of the 
amount they used in 1941. There 
Was some indication they might 
be held to 30 per cent. 

Last year industrialists received 
80 per cent of their 1941 supply 
but the planned new restriction 
would cut them to half » that 
amount. 

The War Production Board dis- 
closed today that sugar for phar- 
maceuticals may be reduced. The 
present quota is 120 per cent of 
1941 use, but John T. Batson, chief 
of the drugs and cosmetics branch, 
said this may be cut to 100 per 
cen, perhaps even to 99, for the 
third quarter. 

Anderson said the fact sugar 
Was over-allotted in April was evi- 
dence supporting his committee’s 
argument that the government’s 
sugar controls lack the co-ordina- 
tion to make them effective. The 
committee found 20 government 
agencies with a hand in the sugar 
program. 

Anderson announced yesterday 
the House Food Investigating 
Committee would leave Washing- 
ton June 11 for a cross-country 
inquiry into butter, eggs, poultry, 
fruits and vegetables, meat and 
fish shortages and black markets. 
It already has reported on meat 
as well as sugar.

BAR ON DECORATIVE LIGHTS, 
TABLE FLATWARE REVOKED 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP). 
—The War Production Board to- 
day revoked its 1942 bar on the 
manufacture of Christmas tree 
lights and other decorative elec- 
tric light bulbs, subject to avail- 
ability of materials, facilities and 
man power. 

Yesterday the board removed 
restrictions on the manufacture of 
table flatware, metal sugar bowls 
and creamers and similar dining 
accessories. 

Eight types of flatware previ- 
ously were permitted but in lim- 
ited gqantities — knives, dessert 
forks, dessert spoons, teaspoons, 
tablespoons, dinner forks, salad 
forks and oyster forks. Additional 
types now may be made. 

WPB also revoked its regula- 
tion which limited the output of 
dishwashers for restaurants, ho- 
tels and institutions. WPB re- 
tained control over delivery of 
the dishwashers, however, in order 
to channel supplies into the hands 
of the most essential users, mostly 
government agencies.

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“I know that there are people 
who feel sick at their stomachs 
every time they see the black 
uniform of the S. S.,” Himmler 
once said. “We do not expect to 
be loved by toO many.... e, 
the S. S., put ourselves at the dis- 
posal of the Gestapo. ... Never 
again will the revolutionary 
forces of the underground raise 
their head. Without leniency we 
shall be the executioner’s sword 
of all those forces, for decades 
and for centuries.” 

Himmler by 1948 controlled 
every secter of German life ex- 
cept one. The unending battle for 
power between himself and the 
military leadership was still un- 
decided. The attempt on Hitler’s 
life on July 20, 1944, seemed to 
be so made to order for Himm- 
ler™that many observers of the 
German political scene insisted he 
had carried it out so as to clamp 
down at last on recalcitrant gen- 
erals and to purge other political 
adversaries. 


Heinrich Himmler then was 
appointed commander in chief of 
the armed forceg of the Reich in 
the interior of Germany. That 
meant he could determine what 
contingents were to go to the 
front, what draftees should be 
selected for different categories 
of the armed services, and it put 
him in charge of the entire com- 
munications system of the armed 
forces, including that of coded 
messages. 

Himmler was born in Munich 
on Oct. 7, 1900, and in “Wer 
Ist’s”"—the German _ version of 
“Who's Who'’—he was careful to 
note that his origin was Aryan. 
He studied agriculture at the Mu- 
nich technical academy and his 
youth was uneventful until he 
crossed paths with Hitler. 

He was too young for service in 
World War I, but was training to 
be an officer when the armistice 
was called. Hitler took a fancy to 
young Himmler and his rise was 
rapid. 7 

He roganized the SS. and of- 
fered it to Hitler as a tight group 
of thoroughly dependable and, if 
necessary, thoroughly desperate 
men. 

When Hitler purged his party in 
1934—now known in history as 
“the blood purge”’—Himmler sat 
as a judge of a drumhead tribunal 
which condemned rebellious Nazis 
to wholesale deaths before the fir- 
ing squad.

FASCISTS VETOED 
GIBRALTAR ATTACK 


MILAN, May 25 (AP). — The 
Communist newspaper L’Unita re- 
ports that Adolf Hitler, in what 
is described as his last letter to 


Benito Mussolini, declared “the 
war might have taken a different 
course if the Fascists had con- 
curred in a Nazi plan to attack 
Gibraltar in 1941.” 

L’Unita reprints the letter, 
which was found among Musso- 
lini’s possessions, It is dated Dec, 
27, 1944. 

“In 1940 and again in 1941,” 
the letter said, “I had decided to 
close the Mediterranean toward 


the west. My meeting the head 
of the Spanish Government was 
to have served that purpose. Ac- 
cord could have been realized. 

“Suddenly I was notified that 
Italy intended to war in Greece, 
This was the reason for my hasty 
visit to Florence on Nov. 23, 1940. 
The unhappy star of this cam- 
paign gave the English courage to 
unleash the successful campaign 
in Libya and cause (Spanish Gen- 
eralissimo) Franco to _ vacillate 
for the first time.”

Blair said. At times the evacua- 
tion hospitals were as near as six 
miles to the actual fighting, he 
said.

He said evacuation hospitals ful- 
filled the same purpose as ambu- 
lances which rush to the scene of 
automobile or other accidents at 
home.

“If a fellow got his nose shot | 
off, we didn’t try to put a com- 
plete new nose on him,” he ex-| 
plained, “We sent him to a base 
hospital after we had stopped his 
bleeding, immobilized broken 
bones and performed primary su- 
turing.”

Missionary Tells of Family’s 


| Rescue in Philippines After 


3 Years’ Wandering. 


Rescue by submarine from the 
southern Philippines was _  de- 
scribed yesterday by the Rev. 
James F. McKinley, dean of the 
theological school of Silliman 
University at Dumaguete, Negros 
Island, at a luncheon meeting 
sponsored by the Men’s Club of 
the Pilgrim Congregational Church 
at the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, 1528 Locust street, 
Shortly after Pearl] Harbor, the 
Rev. Mr. McKinley left his work 
of training native ministers to aid 
in the evacuation of women and 
children to the back country. A 
party of nine, including his wife 
and three small daughters, jour- 
neyed on foot and by bamboo 
rafts from place to place on the 
island to evade capture by Japa- 
nese troops. The trip was made 
without shoes and virtually with- 
out supplies. 

An American submarine on a 


supply mission was able to accom- 
modate the group at the end of 
almost three years of wandering. 
By this time their native inform- 
ants were in constant jeopardy of 
detection by enemy patrols and 
Mrs, McKinley was ill with ma- 
laria, 

“It was a thrilling thing,” the 
Rev. Mr. McKinley said, “to see 
the submarine and to step from 
a native prao into safety. It was 
the help of the Filipino people, 
at constant risk of their own 
lives, that made our escape pos- 
sible.” ¥ 

The Rev. Mr. McKinley joined 
the missionary college in May, 
1988.

early today in the lethal gas cham- 
ber in the State Penitentiary here 
for the murder of Martin Twill- 
man, 23-year-old St. Louis County 
farmer, on Sept. 30, 1941. 

Lyles, 21 years old, was pro- 


nounced dead three and a half 
minutes after the cynaide gas was 
released in the death chamber. 
Harold and Lawrence Twillman, 
brothers of Martin, and Marvin 
Twillman, a cousin, all of St. 
Louis County, were present, as 
was Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach of St. Louis County, who 
prosecuted Lyles. 

Lyles was one of four Negroes 
charged with the murder of Mar- 
tin Twillman, who was shot to 
death on a road near his Spanish 
Lake farmhouse, William E. Tal- 
bert, Negro, under death sentence 
for the murder, has an appeal 
pending in Missouri Supreme 
Court. The other two Negroes 
jointly charged with Lyles, Albert 
L. Butler and Willie Clayton, are 
serving life sentences.

“In suburbs as we leave, see a 
big factory seemingly untouched. 
We now follow Rhine. 12:05—

like Cologne. See an air strip. 
In next town we see big smoking 
factory chimneys. One moment 
we see placid green fields, then 
many shell holes. More shell holes 
and tank tracks which leave road 
and then return. Rough landing. 
Mud flies up to windows at 12:25. 
This turf airport is named Y-82. 
Close by are the tents of a field 
hospital. Two hundred and sixty 
patients—only five nurses and six 
doctors. Here there was pocket- 
ful of Germans 10 days ago. Now 
life as usual, Russian, etc., slave 
labor used here. Ours is a Ger- 
man colonel’s car—Buick—Belgian 
dealer. Our medical colonel says 
children here are in good condi- 
tion, much better than in Bel- 
gium. For a picnic lunch we en- 
joy our first K rations. Mine was 
labeled ‘breakfast’—they tell me I 
had ham and eggs. Street car.” 

. & * 
Cold Ride to Munich. 

T will be a long time before 
| this traveler forgets his visit to 

Munich. It is a cold, raw, spring 
day and our jeep ride of some 60- 
odd miles is not enjoyed by some 
of our party. I am glad to be 
wearing two sweaters, a muffler, 
an overcoat and an old pair of 
hunting boots. The youngster who 
drives us admits that he likes 
speed. He has a pair of mis- 
chievous brown eyes and his tin 
hat is becoming to him. He con- 
fesses that recently he gave a 
Colonel such a ride in his closed 
car that the Colonel had him de- 
moted to his present lowly station, 
driving a jeep. 

We pass a number of small white 
signs with doggerel painted on 
them. One of them reads: “Look 
out for yourself. There are mines 
ahead. You will do more good 
alive than dead.” They tell us 
that mines will be killing farmers 
and pedestrians for years to come. 
The driver is careful to avoid the 
shoulder of the road, especially on 
turns, for that is where the Ger- 
mans liked to plant mines. 

With Dachau and its horrors 
and its tragedies behind us, we 
drive 11 miles into Munich. I have 
previously described its destruc- 
tion. We are told that 80 per cent 
of it has been either completely 
destroyed or severely damaged. It 
is dark when we pull up before a 
large stone building, damaged but 
comparatively intact. There is no 
electricity downstairs and we stag- 
ger and stumble our way up three 
flights of stone stairs. It is very 
chilly and damp. 

On the third floor there is elec- 
tric light and we enter two office 
rooms, the headquarters of Public 
Relations in Munich. We are sur- 
prised to find that the plumbing is 
still working although there is 
much debris and trash in the wash 
room. We enjoy a couple of rounds 
of warming—hence doubly wel- 
come—Scotch or bourbon and then 
proceed once more to stumble our 
way downstairs, this time to the 
basement. 

Here an Army meal, as usual 
well-cooked with a little red wine 
on the side, is served to us by gay, 
joyful, young waitresses. They are 
Poles and we are told they have 
been screened by the Army to 
make very certain that they are 
not Nazi sympathizers. The of- 
ficer in command of public rela- 
tions, as.usual, gives us a little 
talk after dinner, but the room is 
very cold and we are glad to get 
away. 

We drive to the Excelsior Hotel, 
half of which has been destroyed, 
the other half of which is in liv- 
able condition. My room has no 
bath. The bed is covered by one 
of those feather-bed affairs and I 
get a good night’s sleep. One-half 
of my window has been repaired 
with beaverboard, the other half 
has recently installed glass.

EXT morning we spend seeing 

what is left of the historically 

fascinating city of Munich, 
where Hitler started, and where, 
on at least two occasions, he was 
nearly killed, once by the rifle 
fire of the Bavarian police who 
broke up his parade when he 
Started his unsuccessful 1923 
putsch, and once when he hap- 
pened to move up the time of a 
meeting by one-half hour and so 
escaped a time bomb concealed 
behind the wooden decorations of 
a large pillar. We are shown this 
pillar, now restored, and we are 
shown the statue behind which 
Hitler hid and avoided the rifle 
fire.

affair. He was trying to upset 
the government of the Province 
of Bavaria and at that time, seem- 
ingly, had not yet developed, or 
at least had not expressed, an 
ambition for world conquest. 

Oddly enough, our party is in 
charge of a handsome _  ruddy- 
faced, tin-helmeted Army Lieuten- 
ant who speaks with the broadest 
kind of a German accent. He 
actually was born in Germany, 
and here he is a Lieutenant in 
the Army of the United States. 
Isn’t there something rather fine 
about that? He knows his history 
well and in spite of his accent he 
speaks fluent and excellent Eng- 
lish. His name is Fritz Schrar 
Hacker of New York, and he asks 
me to send a little message to his 
friend, Mrs. Lewis, of the notions 
department at the Famous-Barr 
department store. 

We are reminded that Hitler, 
this miserable freak of nature, 
came to power in 1933, only a 
short 12 years ago. 

We see the famous Brown 
House, the -Nazi headquarters, a 
handsome building with arched 
windows. It is badly damagéd, 
but its architecture is still appeal- 
ing. We see the beer room in the 
Hofbrau house, with its kegs and 
tables and chairs where the Nazis 
planned and plotted the ruin of 
this world. Little did they suspect 
that when it was all over their 
cities would be rubble heaps, The 
room, we are told, goes back to 
the seventeenth century. We do 
a little looting, a fashionable ac- 
tivity in this early stage of our 
occupation of Munich, and I am 
now the proud possessor of a Hof- 
brau house beer stein, bearing the 
letters “HB” under a crown. 

A German woman, who speaks 
excellent English, stops and asks 
one of our G. Ls if it is true that 
the Americans are killing all their 
German prisoners, His reply is: 
“No, but if I had my way I'd kill 
every last one of the bastards.” 
The Army feels that way and talks 
that way, and if we had had bud- 
dies go down alongside of us, we, 
too, would feel and talk that way.

Hitler’s Writing Table. 


ATER we are shown a base- 
ment room which the 157th 
Infantry of the Forty-fifth 
Division used as headquarters.

Actual 
pickups are made mostly by Navy 
vessels and aircraft, however. 

Rescue is more than saving 
lives: Its part in sustaining morale 
and contributing to the combat ef- 
fectiveness of airmen is one of 
the great intdngibles of the Pa- 
cific war. Rescue operations are 
an antidote to the awesome dis- 
tances and dangers of the ocean 
and to Japanese propaganda to 
frighten American flyers.

Germany, I visited Weimar. I 
immediately went to Goethe's 
house and asked the guard for the 
name of a flowershop where I 
could purchase flowers for 
Goethe’s grave. Fifty years ago, 
as a boy, I took my first wreath 
there, and since then I have sent 
one on Goethe’s birthday every 
year. During the war, a friend in 
Germany has sent these wreaths 
on my behalf. 

To my great consternation, the 
guard answered: “The two caskets 
have vanished.” This would be 
the same as if in America, Wash- 
ington’s remains should vanish. 

When I questioned the director 
of the Goethe house, Dr. , Wahl, 
he informed me that the Nazis 
had taken the two caskets away 
in January. The Nazi gauleiter 
had heard that Hitler had had the 
casket of Frederick the Great re- 
moved from Potsdam to a bomb- 
proof spot and in order to get into 
Hitler’s good graces, he decided to 
have Goethe and Schiller removed, 


He did not even consult Dr. 
Wahl, who had the keys of the 
caskets. But, because the mauso- 
leum is the property of the descen- 
dants of Archduke Charles Augus- 
tus, he requested the permission of 
the present Archduchess. The 
caskets were removed during the 
night on an unknown date to an 
unknown destination.

Mayor Kaufmann’s bill to continue tax relief 
on public housing has made assorted interests 
erupt with some vehemence. For instance— 

1. Comptroller Nolte, who called it Commu- 
nism, a conspiracy to increase the burden on 
taxable property and drive more people to the 
suburbs. 

2. Louis Maginn, president of the Real Estate 
Exchange, who is against public housing in any 
form and wants the city to buy slum tracts at 
high prices, then sell them back to private 
builders at very low prices. 

3. ‘The School Board, which echoed Nolte 
and added a thought of its own: that bringing 
people together in housing projects leaves some 
schools high and dry and creates demands for 
new ones. 

4. William Warren, real estate man, whose 
sentiments are embellished with exclamation 
points and the rattle of muskets at the barricades 
in our letter column today. 

Because it is a little hard to measure in 
this year’s profit-and-loss statement, Mr. Nolte 
cannot see that cleaning up the slums could 
easily save the city as much in operating ex- 
penses as it costs in lost taxes—and also make 
St. Louis a better business city and a better 
place to live. 

From Mr. Maginn’s statement, one is supposed 
to infer, though any open-eyed adult will be 
slow to infer it, that the owners will develop 
low-rent housing on the sites thus ransomed 
from speculative holders. He does not say by 
what morality the city should pay heavy tribute 
and then let the projects fall short of their 
purpose because the rents have to include still 
another profit. Subsidy, in his view, is excellent 
if real estate men get it, otherwise vicious. 

The School Board and Mr. Nolte will perhaps 
concede that even Communist states have 
schools. The schools will get their money. As 
for the other point, the general impression 
is that schools are supposed to follow population 
rather than dictate its location for their own 
convenience. Indeed, the impression is that the 
schools, as a citizen-building agency, should 
favor any measure to give them better human 
raw material for their operations. 

Mr. Warren’s “unconscionable monopoly” of 
construction labor cannot be denied. Why, how- 
ever, does he pass over the unconscionable 
monopoly of materials suppliers and equipment 
manufacturers and real estate speculation that 
puts land costs out of reach? And if removing 
the “awesome threat” of public housing will re- 
lease a flood of building, what were the build- 
ing-boomers doing in the long generations be- 
fore the awesome threat reared its ugly head? 

Actually, we agree with these people that tax 
rolls cannot very well be depended on to take 
the whole load. We also agree, as does Mayor 
Kaufmann, that private enterprise should be 
free to occupy as much of the field as it can 
and will, through limited-dividend corporations 
and otherwise. However, barkings in the most 
private mangers cannot and will not get housing 
built. 

Let private enterprise join with the Mayor 
to make the construction industry see a better 
light. Let it do something among its own mem- 
bers to deflate land values. Let enterprise do 
something to reduce interest rates, which weigh 
heavily in long-term building contracts. 

Then, and only then, can private enterprise 
hope to do business in the lowest-income ranges 
where only subsidized housing can now reach. 
Then, and only then, can we house the poor 
decently without burdening the taxpayers. | 

Somewhere, somehow, a housing revolution 
will come. Henry J. Kaiser may be preparing 
a revolution. St. Louis workmen and business 
men would not like it if Kaiser tried to move 
into the field they are leaving idle. Is there 
any reason, though, why St. Louis enterprise 
cannot get together and go him one better? 
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Defeat of the Columbo Bill 


The most promising legislative plan so far de- 
vised for putting an end to the long series of St. 
Louis School Board scandals was defeated in the 
House yesterday. Why was the Columbo bill 
beaten? 


Because the vote was almost strictly on par- 


tisan lines—though this bill had nothing what- 
ever to do with partisanship. 

Because opponents denounced the plan as “un- 
democratic and unworkable’ —though it em- 
bodied a vote of the people as its final stage, 
along the lines of the non-partisan court plan, 
which has worked admirably. 

Because St. Louis Representatives were not 
solidly behind the bill—though the welfare of 
their city’s school system was involved. 

This defeat does not, of course, end the mat- 
ter. The bill can be presented again, if not at 
this session, then at the next. It can be broad- 
ened to provide for complete school system re- 
form. Perhaps Mayor Kaufmann can be con- 
vinced that he should give it official sponsorship. 
And public opinion, dissatisfied with years of 
School Board bungling and worse, will make its 
demands heard more strongly than before. 

Mr. Columbo fought a good fight for his bill. 
He has lost only a battle, not a war. 
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Roll Call of the War-Makers 


Heinrich Himmler, chief ax-man of the late 
Third Reich, feared the justice of an outraged 
world and took the coward’s way out by means 
of slyly concealed poison. 

The No. 1 gangster, Adolf Hitler, is dead, or 
allegedly dead, in the ruins of a realm that was 
to last a thousand years. His fanatical mouth- 
piece, Goebbels, is a reported suicide. The bulky, 
bloody-handed Goering is a prisoner. So are 
Ley, regimenter of labor; Streicher, persecutor of 
the Jew; Rosenberg, exponent of master-racism; 
Frank, brutal Governor of Poland. Hess, once 
the heir-apparent of Nazism, is a mental case. 

For the top Hitlerites, the accounting is al- 
most complete, its chief exception the notorious 
Ribbentrop, All the survivors, it is agreed, will 
be tried as war criminals, and their execution is 
probable. But these men were only the front for 
the chronic and incorrigible German war-makers 
—the militarists of the General Staff. Many of 
them have been rounded up, too: Jodl, Keitel, 
Von Rundstedt, Doenitz and so on. But there is 
still a tendency to temporize with these men, to 
view them as merely military prisoners, although 
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the Congressmen who viewed their horrifying 
handiwork in Europe are virtually unanimous in 
demanding their trial as war criminals. 

Kaisers and Fuehrers appear and vanish, The 
plotters of the General Staff, unless we stop 
them this time, go on forever. To repeat: Better 
a bullet for a German staff officer now than for 
our children and grandchildren in 25 years. 
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A New REA Complication 

Claude R. Wickard is nominated as REA 
Administrator. A bill to remove REA from the 
Department of Agriculture has passed the Sen- 
ate and will probably pass the House. The 
immediate occasion of that bill is abundant 
documented evidence that REA was grossly mis- 
managed with the knowledge, consent and direc- 
tion of Claude Wickard as Secretary of Ag- 
riculture. The anomaly speaks for itself. 

The REA independence bill should proceed on 
its plain merits, which have been discussed on 
this page and elsewhere. By virtue of the en- 
largement of the manager’s discretion it pro- 
vides, however, the independent REA it sets up 
will need an Administrator equal to and fit for 
his je. An ideal organization on paper will 
fail without wise direction. 

The record of Claude Wickard as REA over- 
lord sustains no reasonable hope that he would 


become the kind of manager the Senate called ~ 


for in approving the Shipstead bill. 

The Senate cannot approve this appointment 
without gravest risk of undoing its own purpose. 
President Truman, who has shown admirable 
care in other major appointments, must some- 
how have been imperfectly informed on this 
one. Otherwise, he surely would not have 
put the Senate on this spot—especially a Sen- 
ate whose members are trying to co-operate 
with their former colleague. 

Nevertheless, the unfortunate move is made, 
and the Senate must act. Its only way off 
the spot with any grace is to turn Mr. Wickard 
down. That is also the only way to safeguard 
the public’s interest and investment in REA.

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For Better Federal Administration 

The President was both forehanded and forth- 
right in his message yesterday asking Congress 
for authority to undertake the “conversion of 
the executive branch of the Government.” As 
he pointed out, the powers he now uses to make 
necessary adjustments in the organization of ad- 
ministrative agéncies are contained in the first 
War Powers Act, passed just after Pearl Harbor. 
It expires six months after the close of the war, 
at which time all executive agencies will revert 
to their prewar status. 

This would mean the rebirth of many 1941 
agericies whose resuscitation would serve no use- 
ful purpose other than to illustrate the truth of 
James F. Byrnes’ remark to the Senate in 1939: 
“The nearest earthly approach to immortality is

Congress should promptly heed his request for 
permanent legislation which would be “‘suffici- 
ently broad and flexible to permit of any form of 
organizational readjustment, large or small, for 
whatever necessity may arise.”

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Farm Policy and World Peace 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


War prosperity under governmental control may result in postwar 
drive for high protection of agriculture, undermining the economic 
foundations of world peace; the United States’ international policy 
must begin at home by checking farm bloc, food economist says, 


From “The Reconstruction of World Agriculture,” by Karl Brandt; 
W. W. Norton & Co., New York 


The world’s farmers have had experience 
with planned economy in this war. Many 
countries simply earried on in war what 
they had practiced for many years. Plan- 
ning of the markets of many basic agricul- 
tural commodities had already been made 
effective, and price support or price con- 
trols were actually in effect to improve the 
farmer’s income. 


The war-created need for more food 
spelled prosperity for the farmer—in the 
United States, Canada, South America, 
Oceania and Great Britain, and to some 
extent the farmer on the Continent. 


How Controls Worked 


In most countries, this farm prosperity 
is being managed and administered by gov- 
ernmental war planning. Farmers have 
been assured profitable prices long enough 
in advance of the sowing season to influ- 
ence their crop plans. Most of the govern- 
ments have been brought into the: business 
of buying, processing, storing and selling 
agricultural commodities in the market as 
an active agent. Public offices have organ- 
ized the labor supply, machinery, fuel and 
fertilizer, and protected the farmer from 
excessive costs for the things he needs, 


The Continent was severed from the 
world by the Allied naval blockade, and 
within a year was subjugated to central 
control from Berlin, which established 
some form of planning for agriculture 
wherever its dominion reached. 


Its essential features were guaranteed 
profitable “forward prices” for all major 
farm products, with prices fixed through 
all stages from farm to user; production 
goals, to regulate farmers’ decisions about 
specific acreage, supplemented by delivery 
quotas assigned to each farm, with pre- 
miums for fulfillment and penalties for de- 
linquency. 

As farmers were coached and aided, the 
trade in agricultural commodities was sys- 
tematically squeezed, As a result, a sub- 
stantial reduction in the numbers of people 
engaged in the food trade and distribution 
occurred, along with an increase in the ef- 
ficiency with which the economy works. 
These policies were carried into nearly all 
the countries under German domination, 


What Farmers Want 


While there can be no doubt that all na- 
tions resented political domination and eco- 
nomic exploitation by Nazi Germany, and 
want to be rid of it, most farmers will have 
many objections to the restoration of free 
competition and freely moving prices. 


They want fewer policemen, government 
stool pigeons and informers, to be sufe— 
but they also want guaranteed price floors 
for their products, and markets so organ- 
ized and publicly controlled that the risk 
of losing money under the impact of over- 
supply will be reduced to a minimum, 


Farmers will compromise on the methods 
of public control of agricultural markets, 
but not on their cherished belief that the 
public is obliged to guarantee the farmer a 
thigh and stable income. 

In the absence of a well co-ordinated in- 
ternational economic policy for the Conti- 
nent, planning in agriculture will inevitably 
serve the selfish interest of national farm 
pressure groups first. Even if freer trade 


and freer movement of capital do evolve in 
the coming peace, powerful efforts and 
shrewd political moves will be needed in 
each country to prevent the use of the agri- 
cultural planning machinery for endg of 
short-sighted protectionism, 


America’s Responsibility 


This issue strikes to the heart of the 
very serious question of the extent to which 
the sovereign people in a democracy are 
really able to pursue economic policies 
guided by the aim of the optimal welfare 
for the greatest number. Ultimately it 
boils down to the question whether, in the 
age of economic planning, democracy is 
still capable of electing and indorsing 
statesmen, or whether it must necessarily 
deteriorate into a conglomeration of selfish 
pressure groups, 


If short-sighted policies designed for na- 
tional food autarchy or high protection of 
farms are not to begin, as soon as the guns 
cease firing, to undermine the economic 
foundation of the future peace, gigantic 
efforts will be required on the part of the 
great powers actively interested in world 
trade. They must make it profitable for 
the smaller nations to refrain from such 
nationalistic policies and costly to pursue 
them. This is the sole strategy available 
in the relations between sovereign nations. 


Therefore, the responsibility lies first and 
last with the United States and its polit- 
ical leadership in international economic 
relations. This is still the world’s chief 
issue, just as it was at the London Eco- 
nomic Conference. Great strides have been 
made during the war, but the extent to 
which bold moves made in recent years 
will actually lead to a policy in which the 
United States will receive payment in goods 
after the war is the crucial question. 


Many Hurdles Ahead 


Economic isolationism is still strong and 
powerful in Ameirca, and upon her depends

durability of the peace,

adoption of methods of farm income guar- 
antees which are less obstructing to for- 
eign trade constitutes but one of those 
hurdles. 

International policies are not policies 
adopted and operated in a neutral zone 
among nations, but are the sum total of 
the foreign ends of national policies. Inter- 
national policy must not be built around 
a system of moral postulates addressed to 
other nations, but must begin at home.

Autobiography of Morris Ernst 
Is Frothy, With a Solid Core 


“The Best Is Yet. . . .,"’ by Morris L. Ernst. (Hae 
per & Brothers, New York.) 

It is said that James Thurber does not 
like the title of this book, from a line of 
Browning's “Rabbi Ben Ezra,” and has 
started an after-dark game to find a bet- 
ter one. Some of the suggestions have been, 
“My Life on a Limb,” “Exhibit I” and “The 
Life of the Party of the First Part.” 

Any of these would be applicable to Mon 
ris L. Ernst, lawyer, writer, sailor and ama- 
teur scientist. His quasi-autobiography is 
a collection of the flotsam and jetsam of 
personal experience, or as he explains it, 
“The publisher suggested I do a kind of 
free-wheeling series of pieces about sailing 
and censorship, carpentry and law, Joyce's 
‘Ulysses’ and Mayor Hague, Banking Board 
experiences and deafness—in short, a book 


about what has interested me.” 
- _ * 


The book is written as the author would 
talk, freely and without restraint. Yet from 
under the froth of anecdotes about people 
he knows—Henry A. Wallace, Edgar J. 
Hoover, Fiorello LaGuardia, Heywood 
Broun and Edna Ferber—from beneath the 
descriptions of hobbies, prides and pur- 
poses, emerge certain principles. 

Ernst stands forth as optimist enough 
to believe that honesty is as possible in 
government as in personal or business re- 
lationships. He reveals himself determined 
to figNt neo-Fascism in the United States, 
whether it appears in the form of racial 
intolerance or in the suppression of “unde 
sirable” books and plays. 

Ernst hag the courage to bring out into 
the open the suspicions and: latent fears’ 
many Americans have of Soviet Russia and 
Communism. He exposes the core of his 
philosophy when he says, “I have always 
felt that we are a strong enough civiliza- 
tion to survive despite the entrance to our 
shores of the ideas of any man on earth. 

. If perchance our great civilization can- 
not survive the ideas, or the overt acts, 
of a man like Leon Trotsky, we might as 
well give up and resign. .

Ernst’s fight ie pli of expression 
has led him in many directions. He has 
shown the different conceptions the Treas- 
ury and Postoffice departments have of ob- 
scenity in literature, and has helped revise 
Federal law on that subject. At one time, 
Ernst believed himself on the point of dis- 
covering new evidence in the Sacco-Vanzet- 
ti case; he would still like to push his re- 
search on the trial. Now and then he is 
controversial. Perhaps the most notable in- 
stance is his suggestion that Margaret San- 
ger would be a suitable candidate for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

Ernst is a vital personality, humane in 
the best sense of the word. He is at his 
best when he confesses his own foibles and 
weaknesses. He admits, “As with most flat- 
tery, I like that which is furthest from 
the truth.”

This book pretends to chronicle the types 
of careers available in the steel industry. 
It emphatically uses the word “career” be- 
cause it is not interested in the sweat and 
toil and the badly underpaid jobs in the in- 
dustry, but only in those positions which 
lead to becoming president or sales man- 
ager of one of America’s great steel plants. 

While it might be a simplified informa- 
tional guide to the steel-making process, it 
floats in the clouds with respect to econom- 
ic opportunities in the industry. For every 
hundred executives, there are thousands of 
hourly-pay tasks which the author passes 
off as not worth hig consideration.

to the victor’s hands.” He ex- 
pressed the hope, through the 
reek of Buchenwald and Os- 
wiecim, Dachau and _ Treblinka, 
that “the victor will treat them 
with generosity.” 

The last German communique 
of the High Command exalted the 
exploits of various German units 
and bestowed a decoration on 
Gen. Von Saucken. It praised 
garrisons for maintaining “the 
military honor of the German 
soldier.” The war was described 
as “a heroic struggle” in which 
“the German Wehrmacht sue- 
cumbed with honor to enormous 
superiority.” 

With a plain hint that Ger- 
mans do not agree with the 
almost universal condemnation of 
their actions by the rest of the 
world and the prophecy that that 


‘in time (by a German military 
victory?), the communique as- 
iserted that “the unique perform- 
ance of the front and homeland 
will find a final appraisal in the 
later, just judgment of history.”

“after a heroic fight... Germany 
‘has succumbed to the overwhelm- 
ing power of her enemies,” and 
‘he urged the people to “preserve 
and save one thing—unity, the 
‘ideas of the national community, 
which in the years of war have 
found their highest expression.” 
By such unity he suggested that 
“we hope that the atmosphere of 
hatred which today surrounds 
Germany all over the world will 
give place to a spirit of reconcilia- 
tion among the nations, without 
which the world cannot recover.” 
This is the direct lineal descend- 
ant of the pre-1939 doctrine of 
encirclement. Little Germany 
then was surrounded and beset by 
powerful enemies who hated and 
threatened her—and she had to 
attack them in self-defense. It is 
the same thing again. 


Obstacle to World Peace. 


There are many of us who do 
not desire to see the German 
question settled in any spirit of 
revenge, but who are only too 
anxious for the birth of a contrite 
and reasonable Germany, with 
whom it will be possible to live 
peacefully, in an atmosphere of 
friendship among equals. 

ut the obstacle to the full ac- 
ceptance of Germany again as a 
civilized nation, capable of living 
with other civilized nations is 
Germany itself, which shows as 
yet no signs either of contrition 
or of reasonableness. 

As far as can be discerned from 
the statements made so far by 
her authorized spokesmen, Ger- 
many has learned nothing from 
her defeat. All that she wants is 
the opportunity to do the same 
thing all over again—this time,

Lampe reminded the assembly 
commissioners they faced grave 
responsibilities in the remainder of 
the conference, and urged that 
they pray that “we shall be men 
and women of vision and courage.” 

Dr, Vale, who gave the opening 
sermon of the conference, said, 
“When we consider the tragic per- 
version of youth by the Nazi lead- 
ers, and their horrible brutality to 
the innocent, we know that justice 
must be meted out. Justice will 
not be done until the authors of 
iniquity have been brought before 
calm, clear judgment.” 

Dr. Lampe, who is 59 years old, 
has been a member of the Presby- 
terian General Council for three 
years. He is a native of Galesburg, 
Iil., and a graduate of Knox Col- 
lege there. He was ordained in 
1910, after graduation from the 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary 
at Omaha. Before coming to St.

About 15 terrorist attacks on 
returned Nisei have occurred thus 
There have been four cases 


of attempted arson and seven 
threats. In the most recent in- 
stances reported to Washington, 
cars have driven by Nisei homes 
at a high rate of speed and the 
occupants have fired into them. 

In one case, the home owner 
was a returned veteran, With 
him was a Nisei friend in uni- 
form on furlough. So far no one 
has been hit, but that seems to 
have been merely accidental. 

When I was in Italy recently, 
American officers without excep- 
tion spoke in praise of the 442nd 
Infantry Regiment, which is made 
up of Japanese-Americans, with 
officers of non-Japanese descent 
drawn mostly from the Middle 
West. And loudest in their praise 
were the officers serving with the 
Nisei. 


Long Record of Gallantry. 


Beginning with the landing at 
Salerno, they went through all the 
hell of the Italian campaign, The 
100th Infantry Battalion was one 
of the first to receive a unit presi- 
dential citation. The Nisei were 
cited again for an outstanding per- 
formance at Belvedere and Sas- 
setta, when they neutralized a 
German strong point and sent the 
enemy reeling in disordered re- 
treat. 

The story is the same here ‘at 
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Americans on the West coast 
have one of the greatest oppor- 
_tunities in history. They can as- 
sume the leadership of the Pacific 
world. Persons who have talked 
recently with Gen, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur tell of his conviction that 
America’s future lies in raising 
the standards of sub-standard peo- 
ples in the Far East. MacArthur, 
who did so much to help make pos- 
sible the gallant stand of the Fili- 
pinos, believes that increasingly 
our national opportunity will lie in 
the Orient. 

But that can come only if we 
assume mature leadership. It can- 
not come through force. We have 
made an excellent beginning in 
the Philippines by helping a de- 
pendent people to achieve inde- 
pendence. That example shines 
out in the Pacific world. 

Its meaning, however, can be 
completely eclipsed if we permit 
the poisons of racial and color 
hatreds to come to the gurface 
here at home. 

In only one instance, in Placer 
County, have the terrorists been 
brought to trial. There, accord- 
ing to reports to Washington, the 
defense attorney argued that this 
was a “white man’s country” and 
it should be kept so. The jury 
freed the defendants.

He told 
only his friend Dr. Bach of his 
discovery. 

When the American. forces 
approached, the S. S. district chief, 
Schulze, came and demanded that 
the shelter be opened to deposit 
150,000 guns and other weapons. 
These were intended to defend 
the city against the Americans. 
Dr. Knie declined because the 
Geneva Convention prohibits the 
use of hospitals for such purposes, 

Schulze became furious, Later, 
when the Americans drew close, 
Schulze bawled in his rage that 
he would blow up the hospital 
and, with it, the caskets of Goethe 
and Schiller, which he then con- 
fessed to holding there. He de- 
clared his hatred of Goethe whose 
philosophy is detested by the 
Nazis. 

Saved From Madman. 

On the 8th or 9th of April, in 
the attack on Weimar, the two 
friends, Knie and Bach, decided 
to act to save the caskets from 
this madman. In the night they 
packed all kinds of medical ma- 
terial over the caskets, covered 
the whole with sacking and tent 
cloth and got 12 policemen to 
carry these extremely large and 
heavy coffins up two flights of 
narrow stairs into a tiny room 
formerly used for storing medical 
supplies. The two heavy burdens 
were placed in a corner without 
being recognized by the police. 
The two doctors alone then placed 
a dozen cupboards, cases and 
boxes in front of them and sur- 
rounded the whole with big sacks 
of medical supplies. 

When Schulze came the next 
day to prepare the explosion, he 
looked for the caskets in vain. 
This made him furious and he 
swore he would kill Dr. Knie. 
Knie and Bach, fearing for their 
lives, fortressed themselves in 
Bach’s house with the help of a 
friendly policeman. They did not 
leave the house for three days. 
During this time, Schulze was oc- 
cupied with preparing to flee but, 
before he could do so, he was killed 
by American troops entering the 
town. 

When Dr. Bach ended his report, 
I asked for the key to the store- 
room. He said, “The key was with 
Dr. Knie, who has been arrested 
on suspicion of Nazi activity, but 
the policeman may know where 
it is.” 

So we searched for the police- 
man for half an hour. Waiting in 
a garden while Dr. Bach looked 
for him, I saw a lilac bush in full 
bloom. Feeling that we were near- 
ing the climax, I cut an armful 
of blossoms. Finally the police- 
man came and we drove back to 
Dr. Knie’s office at the hospital. 
But the key could not be found, so 
ordered a master key to be used. 
In the meantime, a crowd had 
assembled around the car and the 
door. When the policeman re- 
turned with the master key, we 
went up the two flights of narrow 
stairs, closely followed by the 
crowd. Then the door to the 
storeroom was opened.

Donald Duck as Yankee Good Neighbor 


Pre DISNEY, the old movie maestro of the animated 
cartoons who manages, in his products, to weld the wild- 
est and the most gossamer fairy tale stories ever spun 
with an approach that would do credit to a travel bureau and 
a corps of hip-hip-hurraying salesmen, is on deck 
again. 

His latest, a Technicolor movie constituting 
the deepest of bows in the direction of the good- 
neighbor policy with Latin America, is “THE 
THREE CABALLEROS,”. now at the AMBAS- 
SADOR Theater. In it, Donald Duck, represent- 
ing the United States, teams up with Joe Carioca, 
hero of Disney’s earlier “Saludos Amigos,” and a new character, 
Panchito, a Mexican rooster, to give the cash customers a 
Latin-America as both the c. c.’s here and in Latin America 
may like it. 

Joe Carioca and Panchito take Donald on a tour of a 
number of countries south of the border, notably Brazil 
(written Brasil in the movie), and Mexico. With Disney’s crea- 
tive energies at their usual boil and riot, the picture is 
unqualifiedly fine wherever it is pure fairy story. To give one 
illustration, there’s the wondrous fable of that exceedingly rare 
bird, the Flying Donkey. The fable tells how a South Amer- 
ican gauchito entered the donkey in a horse race and would 
have walked off, after the race, with prize money amounting 
to 10,000 pesos, had not the donkey forgotten he was supposed 
to be an undersized horse. 

In addition to the Flying Donkey sequence, there are de- 
lightful sequences involving a train ride and night-life session 
in Baia, Brasil; a transcription, in lovely stills, of a Mexican 
Christmas story; and many more shots, mixtures of color and 
of music than can, be mentioned here. Live actresses worked 
into the script are Aurora Miranda, sister of Carmen, and 
Carmen Molina and Dora Luz. Aurora looks almost exactly 
like Carmen and does the same sort of singing. But, by some 
weird magic, she is also downright beautiful. 

Whenever the picture is not pure fairy story, it is usually 
pretty unashamed tourist stuff. 


What's to Be Done With Nazi Kids? 

“TOMORROW THE WORLD,” at LOEW’S, may seem to 
many to have become somewhat dated due to the capitulation 
of the Nazis. The picture, from the stage play by the same 

fiame that created a certain amount of stir on 
Broadway and later in the rest of the country, 
deals with a question that may be summed up 
as follows: What are you going to do with a teen- 
age boy who's Nazified and treacherous to his 
core in his dealings with you? The boy, in this 
case, is the “refugee” son of a liberal German 
professor who'd been done to death in one of his 
countrymen’s concentration camps. He is brought to the home 
of American relatives who are prepared to be good to him. He 
starts “acting up” and ends by almost murdering the little 
daughter of the household. 

Fredric March, playing the American, gives the part his 
usual quality of fine acting and sjncerity. Betty Field, playing 
March’s fiance, does well in a difficult role. Skippy Homeier, 
who played the Nazi brat on the stage, repeats excellent work 
here. Agnes Moorehead has a fat part as March's sister. 


A Pair of Worthwhile Revivals 

The ST. LOUIS, this week, is showing a pair of pictures 
that make for a very worthwhile bill-of-entertainment-fare, 
even though they are “revivals” and the only thing new about 

them is the fact that a new generation of movie- 
goers, as generations of moviegoers are reckoned, 
have grown up since these pictures first were 
shown. 
The more notable of the two films is, undoubt- 
edly, “THE GRAPES OF WRATH,” made in 
1940, from the powerful novel by John Steinbeck 
that tells of a way of life of a group of Ameri- 
cans who become known as the “Okies.”

(== . “I’m no speaker, though,” he ruefully admitted, “and 

now I have been elected head of our Chamber of Commerce. 
I protested I didn't want the job, but you know how they are, 
Dr. Crane. They slapped me on the back and told me how 
they'd help me out. Intoxicated with their enthusiasm, I finally 
yielded, but now that I am away from the meeting, my courage 
has dissolved. Frankly, it makes me tremble just to think of 
getting up in front of a crowd to make a talk, even of five 
minutes. I feel hot and cold at the same time. Cold sweat 
stands on my forehead and I loose my appetite. So what can 
you do to help me, Dr. Crane?” 
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FIRST OF ALL, be grateful when you shed cold sweat, for 
it usually indicates that you are venturing into new territory. 
Your old, accustomed habits aren’t sufficient to carry you 
through, so you must learn some additiona] ones. Thus, cold 
sweat is usually synonymous with intellectual and social growth. 

Remember that everybody gets stage fright during his first 
attempts at facing an audience. Fortunately, too, you don’t 
look nearly as nervous as you feel. If your hands tremble, keep 
them behind your back or hold the pedestal firmly with both 
hands until you grow calm. The first three minuies are the 
worst. 

To keep your notes or music from rattling, place them on a 
firm cardboard background, and hold the latter with both hands. 
Then keep pulling gently in opposite directions, for this counter- 
traction will enable one hand to neutralize the tremor of the 
other. Besides, this steady pulling drains off some of your 
excessive nervous energy.

SELECT A major idea or theme that you wish to develop 
Then dig up a few stories that help advance your thought, but 
do so in narration.

HYDE PARK, Thursday.

ing me that the educational age 


limit in the G. L. bill of rights is 
not nearly as crippling as it might 
seem. 

“Any veteran,” they write, “who 
meets the basic eligibility require- 
ments, Title 2, Public 346, Seventy- 
eighth Congress, in respect to 
length and character of active 
service may (without regard to 
his age at the time of his entrance 
into active service) pursue a re- 
fresher or re-training course for 
a period of time not in excess of 


one year, or the equivalent there- ° 


of part-time study, or for such 
lesser time as may be required for 
completion of the course chosen 
by him. 

“It is only when the question of 
education or training for a period 
or periods in excess of one year 
arises that the age of the veteran, 
at the time of his entrance into 
active service, becomes an essen- 
tial consideration. If a person 
who was over 25 when he entered 
active service is able to establish, 
by competent and acceptable evi- 
dence, that his education was im- 
peded, delayed, interrupted or in- 
terfered with by reason of his en- 
trance into active service, he may 
be entitled to the full educational 
a provided by this legisla- 

on 

I am very glad to make this 


clear because a number of veter- 
ans, I think, have not been sure 
as to the full extent of their 
rights. I still believe that to make 
education really valuable to the 
veterans, Much more will have 
to be done by states and localities 
than has been done in the past. 

In that connection, a publica- 
tion issued by the United States 
Office of Education in the Federal 
Security Agency, called “Data for 
Statewide Planning for Veterans’ 
Education,” by Ernest V. Hollis, 
principal specialist in higher edu- 
cation, will be valuable to the 
educational authorities who really 
want to do a good job. This 
pamphlet gives much information 
on the probable needs of men in 
the armed forces with reference 
to their level of education when 
they went into the service. It 
includes tables made with the aid 
of data furnished by the Army on 
both officers and enlisted men. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
also informs me that the national 
service life insurance, issued to 
men in the services on or before 
Dec, 31, 1945, and not exchanged 
or converted prior to that date to 
a plan other than five-year level 
premium term insurance, will be 
extended for an additional period 
of three years if proposed legisla- 
tion is passed. The legislation has 
already been favorably reported 
out of the World War Veterans’ 
Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives.

Tomorrow

OOKIES made with cream or 

butter have a flavor that de- 

lights all of us. It’s a subtle 
flavor, but it always comes 
through unmistakably. With but- 
ter rationed at 24 points a pound 
it would be folly to think of mak- 
ing cookies with it. And it may 
be a long time before we can 
conscientiously do so without feel- 
ing reckless. But there is another 
thing we can do to obtain that 
buttery flavor, and that is to use 
sour cream and one of the hydro- 
genated shortenings, which does 
not take away from_ the 
creamy buttery flavor one 
iota. The butter or sour cream 
will not guarantee a pleasing fla- 
vor regardless of what other in- 
gredients are used or how they are 
stored. There is the matter of 
spices. If they are old, and have 
been left in containers half shut, 
most of their goodness will have 
volatilized and it would be better 
not to use them. If the nuts have 
the slightest hint of rancidity, 
which is very easy to happen these 
warm days, it is better to leave 
them out, too. Once your cookies 
are baked tothe queen’s taste, they 
must be cared for respectfully. 

Sour Cream Cookies, 

One cup all purpose flour, one 
cup cake flour, two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon nutmeg, one-half 
cup shortening, one cup brown 
sugar, one egg well beaten, one- 
half cup sour cream, one cup 
chopped nuts. 

Sift flours, measure and resift 
together with the baking powder, 
soda, salt and nutmeg. Cream 
shortening, add sugar gradually 
and beat until light. Add egg and 
beat until fluffy. Add dry in- 
gredients alternately with the sour 
cream beating until smooth after 
each addition. Stir in nuts. Drop 
by teaspoonfuls on a_ greased 
cookie sheet and bake at 400 de- 
grees for eight to 10 minutes. Re- 
move to a cake rack to cool,

The “Bow” Tie. 

An interesting word is “bow,” 
one into whose beginnings etymol- 
ogists have searched energetically.

Q. I have almost despaired of 
teaching my class not to use “like” 
in such constructions as, “Do like 
I do; I feel like I had been neg- 
lected.” It seems that the gram- 
matical rules serve only to make 
the children “more confauseder,” as 
one child puts it. Will you give us 
another of your sane explanations, 
please? 

A. Let’s forget the ogre that 
pops out of the grammar book and 
makes horrid, syntactical faces at 
our hapless youngsters. Teach 
them this one simple rule: 

If “as,” or “as if,” or “as though” 
makes sense, “like” is incorrect. 

Examples. 

“IT hope to succeed (like?) you 
have.” “As” in place of “like” 
makes sense. Therefore: I hope 
to succeed as you have. 

“I feel (like?) I had been neg- 
lected.” Either “as if” or “as 
though” makes sense. Therefore: 
I feel as if (or: as though) I had 
been neglected. 

“IT believe (like?) you do.” Cor- 
rect: I believe as you do. 

If “as,” or “as if,” or “as though” 
does not make sense, “like” is cor- 
rect. 

Examples. 

“We have flowers (as? as if? as 
though?) these at home.” It doesn’t 
make sense. Therefore: We have 
flowers like these at home. 

“I feel (as? as if? as though?) 
playing golf.” Correct: I feel like 
playing golf. 

“No one can cook (as? as if? as 
though?) mother.” Correct: No 
one can cook like mother. 

“I shall furnish my house (as? 
as if? as though?) yours.” Cor- 
rect: I shall furnish my house 
like yours.

| Common-Sense Medicine 


T is unusual to have a day go 

by without a patient seeking in- 

formation about his digestion. 
They may express themselves in 
the layman’s language, as, for in- 
stance: “Doctor, what is good for 
belching?” Or “excessive gas for- 
mation.” Or perhaps they com- 
plain of being Dloated. Most of 
these individuals have a func- 
tional disturbance of the digestive 
apparatus directly traceable to er- 
rors in diet, bolting of food, lack 
of exercise—especially walking— 
a minimum of outdoors, and ir- 
reguiar bowel movements. 

Further questioning of the pa- 
tient will disclose in the majority 
of cases their preference for 
sweets, carbohyrates and protiens 
with particular emphasis on fried 
foods of all kinds, These patients 
are easily handled if instructed 
about food, mastication, exercise, 
etc., but their co-operation is dif- 
ficult due to their lack of will- 
power to sacrifice some foods and 
a little time. 

These patients must be made to 
undertsand that if the conditions 
do not respond to the suggestions 
in a reasonable length of time, it 
ig highly important to have their 
case studied in detail. The possi- 
bilities of organic disturbances or 
diseases are constantly present. 
Analysis of thé gastric contents 
(stomach) and X-ray studies of 
the gall-bladder and _  gastro- 
intestinal tract are necessary to 
avoid mistakes in diagnosis, treat- 
ment and surgery. 

Persistent stomach and intes- 
tinal symptoms demand thorough 
investigative study as an appendix, 
gall-bladder, ulcer of stomach or 
early beginning cancer of the di- 


gestive tract may be lurking in 
the background, 

Common-sense should make a 
person realize the fallacy of taking 
various remedies indiscriminately 
advocated when his doctor has all 
of the facilities at hand for solv- 
ing his problem and in some in- 
stances diagnosing an early lesion 
of a serious nature. This very 
lesion if left untreated for weeks 
or months may advance to such 
proportions as to defy all medical 
or surgical skill. 

The lesson to be learned from 
this short discourse of digestive 
disturbances is as follows: If cor- 
rective diet, exercise, the great 
outdoors and elimination fail] to 
give reasonably prompt relief, im- 
mediate consultation with your 
doctor is essential. Insist on a de- 
tailed study of your case, not by 
conversation or medicine, but by 
X-ray and laboratory data. Nega- 
tive findings will pay dividends 
and positive findings will establish 
the diagnosis and make medical 
or surgical care infinitely better.

Then bend your knees and place 
both feet flat on the floor. Arms 
are at sides, parallel to your body. 
Without bending your elbows 
swing your arms up in the air and 
over your head to floor. Stretch, 
stretch—with toes pointing to the 
ceiling. Return arms to sides. Re- 
peat exercise 25 times. 
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SECOND EXERCISE: Sit up 
tailor-fashion with legs crossed. 
Again pull abdomen back toward 
your spine and lift it up toward 
your rib-cage. (Your muscles will 
soon respond readily to this dicta- 
tion if you make them go through 
the paces every day!) Place fin- 
gers on shoulder and lift elbows to 
shoulder level, push head back- 
ward so it is nicely poised on tip 
of spine. If head is in right posi- 
tion you will sense an easing 
across your shoulder blades and 
at base of neck. 

Now (still with abdomen in and 
up) deliberately drop your shoul- 
ders an inch or so and push 
elbows back and down—trying to 
make your shoulder blades meet.

Repeat this exercise at least 10 
times each day and. work up to 
20 times. 

By taking a deep breath just be- 
fore you push your elbows back, 
and slowly exhaling as you push 
your shoulder blades together, you 
will be improving the beauty of 
your bosom line.

Now declarer took the diamond 
finesse to his own jack, West 
won and virtuously obeyed or- 
ders by continuing with clubs, 
but to East’s horror he led an- 
other low club, not the ace. 
Declarer won the trick without 
batting an eye and ran off the 
rest of the diamond suit. East 
discarded three hearts; declarer 
let go two hearts, and West, re- 
membering South’s original heart 
bid and clutching his own three 
hearts to the queen in a death 
grip, parted with one spade—and 
his last low club! (East, trying 
to be ethical, stifled a groan!) 


Now declarer led a spade from 
dummy and permitted East's 
queen to hold the trick. East re- 
turned a club; declarer discarded 
the heart jack and West was in 
with the blank ace. Now while 
East waited expectantly for the 
heart return that would let him 
cash two club tricks and still de- 
feat the contract, West promptly 
returned the spade jack! (Catch 
him leading to South's heart suit) 
Thereupon South ran three spade 
tricks to fulfill the remarkable 
contract.
